mately 43 days' supply.

pares with stocks as high as 63,000,000 
tons in the past.

"The total quantity ot soft coal in

This (loos not include coal 
in the cellars of domestic consumers, [ 
concerning which statistics are not 
available, nor steamship fuel, nor coal 
on the docks at the head ot the Lakes, 
which is classed as coal in transit.
